LONDON—George Alexander is acting 
verv well indeed; in light comedy there 
are few English actors as naturally gay 
or less obviously light. There was 
scarcely a sign of those mannerisms that | 
are so trying, even distressing, 
many friends.

The proposed plan has been laid before 
competent engineers of wide experience 
in water posyer development and officers 
and managers of hydro-electric power 
companies, who have criticized it and 
approved it.

C. F. & G. W. Eddy. Ine., of the Bos- 
ton Chamber of Commerce, received the 
following from their Chicago correspond- 
ent: 

Wheat—Tire bearish interpretation 
upon yesterday's government report by 
Liverpool was almost natural, in view of 
the small amount of attention winter 
wheat conditions were receiving at that 
center.

Industrial 


Issues Show a 
Marked Decline During 
Summer, but Have Ad- 
vanced Since September. 


FUTURE PROSPECTS 


The 1910 bond market has witnessed 
some rather remarkable changes in bond 
prices and vields, not the least of which 
have been those contributed by the in- 
dustrial issues. 

Industrial bonds, in common with the 
general list, were fairly strong up to 
about May 1, when they began to de- 
cline steadily in price and continued to 
do so until approximately the middle of 
September. 

At about that time the turn came, and 
steady improvement has continued prac- 
tically uninterrupted to date, with as- 
surance of further betterment next year. 

Although it is a fact that industrial 
bond prices are responsive in an unusual 
degree to commercial vicissitudes, even 
to the extent of acting independently 
of the general bond market, it is also 
true that much of their movement is an 
anticipation of expected happenings. The 
decline in the last 11 months exhibited 
by most of the industrial bond issues in 
the table below would seem to have an- 
ticipated commercial slowing down. In- 
come return has advanced to a point be- 
yond which it cannot go much farther 
without establishing a precedent for in- 
dustrial bonds,,which would be especially 
notable in the face of the present un- 
mistakable upward trend in general 
prices of other classes of bonds. 

All but one of the industrial bonds in 
the table below have registered declines 
of from one to five points at present bid 
prices, compared with prices Jan. 1. 
Allis-Chalmers 5s show the biggest loss, 
which, ,/hewever, has been well spread 
out over the year. Chemical bonds have 
actually increased in price despite mar- 
xet cross-currents encountered, the rise 
being due to favorable trade reports and 
the. convertible feature. 

A very good gauge of the industrial 
section of the bond market in the cur- 
rent year is afforded by the appended 
table showing nine selected industrial 
bonds with comparisons of prices and 
yields as of Jan. 1 and today:

‘their possession at the time of arrival. 

The point made with reference to restricting the arrivals at any 
one port is a strong one, and directly in line with the recommenda- 
tion that the division of information in the bureau of immigration 
be so conducted as to cooperate with the states and various societies 
in a more beneficial distribution of immigrants among agricultural 
sections “where,” the report says, “they are especially needed.”’ 

Here, indeed. is a path that leads to solution of the main 
problem. While there should be proper restriction, there is great 
need of the labor which the immigrant ship supplies in many parts 
of the country. If this immigration could be directed rightly, 
beneficial rather than injurious effects might result from the inflow 
of aliens, even in its present volume.

This is a truth that should be made known widely. The: race 
for supremacy in size among the communities of this country has 
created here and there a rivalry that is not salutary, a spirit of emula- 
tion that is not uplifting. It is high time that the ambition simply 
to be big shall be discouraged and condemned in all communities, 
and that civic pride shall be stimulated and developed along very 
different lines. 

If, for instance, the cities of this country would seek to outdo 
each other in all the arts of good government—in honest and effi- 
cient administration, in cleanliness, in municipal works of an endur- 
ing and elevating character, in public education and public comfort, 
in a higher standard of morality—the reward, even in a material 
way, would be greater eventually than has ever come from success- 
ful competition in a contest for mere size.

Teuton; his way of doing things thoroughly 
and leaving no chance of having to do them 
over again seems to count. Germany has faced for forty years 
what other countries are striving to correct now—decrease in agri- 
cultural productiveness and increase in municipal population. But 
she has adopted a method winch they have worked out less cor- 
pletely. Cooperation enables Germany to meet her difficult situa- 
tions, and what she has accomplished in this respect may well be 
used to enlighten the rest of the world. 

For specific information in regard to Germany's advancement. 
then, we cheerfully turn to the instructive remarks of Dr. Albert 
Sudekum, socialist member of the Reichstag, who lectured in Boston 
recently. from him we learn that in Germany cooperative enter- 
prises, ‘retail, wholesale and manufacturing, -have a paying member- 
ship of 4,000,000: and that many members of labor umions Join 
in cooperative enterprises, thereby profiting. These enterprises set 
high standards for’ employers by providing the best plants available 
and exercising care about food, clothing and housing conditions for 
the workers. Bonuses are paid men with large families, establishing 
the doctrine that it 1s unfair to grant the same wages to two. men 
of equal ability when one ts not inarried. Cooperative bakeries are 
located in nearly every enterprising municipality. All of this goes 
to-show that the Germans still wisely place a high value on con- 
tentment. 

Examples of .what government ownership can do are being 
afforded throughout Germany, explains Dr. Sudekum. bribery having 
been almost eliminated in connection with city affairs. \Workmen, 
he asserts, have better pay, shorter hours of labor and improved 
living conditions, while communities profit by more generally satis- 
factory results. In this connection we may recall that Berlin’s trac- 
tion system, constructed, under the direction of the public authorities, 
might serve as a model, in some respects, for those in all of the 
world’s great cities; that transportation, good housing, cleanliness, 
education, recreation and otker public wants are remarkably well 
attended to in the German capital. | 

It is true that haste does not enter largely into the German 
scheme of activities, but the sense of hurry so apparent in American 
cities leads to less of admirable civic improvements than one finds 
abroad. Tempering rapidity with more thoroughness and placing 
additional emphasis.on cooperation might result in better civic con- 
ditions, increased. happiness and permanent upbuilding in many 
American centers of industry. mips .
